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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Clainris 1-27 and 35, drawn to a valve and modified spring, classified in 
class 137, subclass 469. 

II. Claims 27-34, drawn to manipulation of a coil spring element, classified in 
class 267, subclass 166+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the details of 
the subcombination, as recited in claim 28 for example, are not required for patentability 
in the claims to the combination. The subcombination has separate utility such as a 
biasing spring in a shock absorber, automotive coil spring support, a pogo stick (e.g. a 
child's toy), a ball point pen, etc. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.

Applicant is required under 35»U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 13, 20, 26, 27 and 35, of Group I, and 
claim 28 of Group II, appear to be generic.
